INJURY BRINGS DEATH TO CARL GANZ. 

Well-Known Jockey Never Recovers Consciousness 
After His Fall from Beach Comber. 

Cincinnati, O.. October 14.— Jockey Carl Ganz 
died late last night at the Boc»th Memorial Hospi- 
tal in Covington without having regained con- 
sciousness* since his fall from Beach Comber in 
the opening rate of Monday. Death was directly 
due to a blow at the base of the brain, which also 
fractured the skull. Every means was resorted to 
t , save the life of the jockey. 

Three doctors were constantly in attendance on 
hiii. md Manager Hachineister of the Latroia track 
ml the rider s contract employer. E. R. Bradley, 

‘ , for eminent s|K*cia lists from distant points to 
aid in his possible recovery. From the outset there 
was a grave doubt as to liis ability to pull through, 
lint there was more optimism among the doctors yes- 
toniav when the l>oy showed a stronger pulse and a 
decrease iu fever. When lie took a turn for the 
later all the members of liis family were 
for and they were at bis bedside when death 
eame The remains were shipped this morning to 
laiiiisville ami burial will take place tomorrow in 
Cave Hill Cemetery. The death of Gan* cast gloom 
over the horsemen and turf followers iu these parts, 
for he was immensely popular and regarded as one

The racing of the month of September had the result of advancing Broomstick to first place in the sire 
list of 1915 and at the end of the month he was nearly $10,000 in front of Star Shoot. It thus appears 
that the tine son of Ben Brush and Elf is destined to figure as the premier sire of North America for the 
third year in succession, a distinction achieved by no stallion since Hanover led for four years, beginning 
with 1895. His trio of best winners, Thunderer, Regret and Bromo, have closed their accounts for this 
year, but Broomstick lias other wdnning sons and daughters in active racing probably capable of maintain- 
ing his supremacy to the end of the year. 

Star Shoot has much the greatest family running for him, seventy-one of his progeny having won more 
or less for him in this year’s racing. It is well that it is so and it is probable his many daughters will 
piay a big part as broodmares of the future. His best winner tills year is the two-year-old Ting-a-Ling, 
for which no groat tilings can be claimed. If something like Star Charter, for instance, should crop up in 
next year’s racing. Star Shoot might himself again go to the head of affairs. At any rate he has already 
played a big part in our breeding and racing and through him the blood of Isinglass is well diffused in this 
country. In money won he is practically as far in front of Ogden as Broomstick is in front of him. Quite 
probably the three leaders of the present will not be disturbed in the plaeings. 

In The Finn, Star Jasmine and Tartar Ogden had three excellent representatives. The Finn being 
clearly one of the front rank three-year-olds of the year. Gillies and Sir Vivian are also probably some- 
thing ‘more than useful two-year-olds, although we will have to look to England next year for confirmation 
of this, so far as Sir Vivian is concerned. Peep o’Day is next to Star Shoot in the number of his progeny 
in racing, having sixty money winners in action this year. Of these Phosphor was undoubtedly one of the 
fhetest sprinters of the year, but was hurt and had to be retired. One of the pleasant features of the 
\ear was the return of liis distinguished son. Cook o’ the Walk, still able to run well and win in good 
company McGee did well this year and Hastings assured his continuance in racing statistics for some 
time by sending a big band of winning two-year-olds out to represent him. One of these, Achievement, 
may do important things next year. It was due to the brothers. Borrow' and Slumber II., that the now 
dead celebrity, Hamburg, was returned to the list of twenty leading sires of the year and right noblv thev 
raced for liis fame. The twenty leaders and the earnings of their progeny, up to and including September

RAIN COMES AND GIVES THE MUD RUNNERS 
ANOTHER CHANCE TO SHINE. 

The Finn Runs a Good Race and Takes the Ellicott 
City Handicap — George Smith Sold to John 
Sanford for a Big Price. 



Laurel. Md„ Oetober 14. — Just when the track 
at Laurel Park had become fast rain fell again, 
which made the going sloppy for today’s racing. 
Indications point to more rain, which means that 
mnd runners probably will have further opportunity 
of showing their merit. Today’s feature, the Elli- 
eott City Handicap, furnished a splendid contest, 
in which The Finn came froine behind and, over- 
coming interference in the homestretch, got up in 
time to beat Distant Shore by a head in the final 
strides. Distant Shore, showing a keen turn of 
speed, dashed to the front at the start and set 
a fast pace all the way. 

In the opener Eddie T., was bid up $205 over 
his entered price of $600 by Sam Louis and was 
bought in. 11. G. Bed well then claimed Dr. Greiner 
which finished second for $800. 

Capt., Duhaiuc, of the Pinkerton forces arrested 
a ticket forger at the Laurel track yesterday. He 
gave the name of E. C. Jones and claimed Rocku- 
way, N. Y., as his home. It is alleged that Jones 
forged a ticket on Scaramouch by cutting out the 
final number from another ticket which corresponded 
with the nundier of the Scaramouch ticket and 
inserting it in the latter.
